Deadly Torpedoes 


Navy Lifts Secrecy From 
Experimental Project 
At Morris Dam. 


AZUSA, CALIF.—A wartime se- 
cret, so well kept that even after 
two years of peace its function has 
been known only to scientists and 
navy men engaged in the actual 
operation, finally has been revealed 
to the public by the navy. 

The secret involves a huge con- 
crete and steel tube, 300 feet long 
and nearly two feet in diameter, 
which angles from the top of a bluff 
down almost to the surface of the 
waters impounded by Morris dam 
in the mountains north of Azusa. 

Through this tube hurtle, with air- 
craft speed, torpedoes which may 
well become the prototypes of un- 
derwater missiles to be used in any 
future war. 

From studying the behavior of 
these projectiles as they split the 
water at unbelievable speeds, scien- 
tists are evolving strange shaped | 
missiles which are a far cry from 
the torpedoes of the last two wars,

Rails on this ramp, 
still incomplete, will permit raising 
and lowering of the breech of a 
similar tube, so that torpedoes may 
be fired into the water at almost 
any angle.

Is Strange Animal 


Little Known Creature Related 


To Salamander and Frog. 


WASHINGTON.—There is an ani- 
mal that is related to the salaman- 


der and the frog but looks like a 
gigantic earthworm and lives an 
earthworm's life and is so 
seen that probably not one person in 
a million is aware of its existence 

It is the caecilian, a very ancient 
creature forming the third 
of the order of amphibians, which 
were the first backboned creatures 
to come out of the seas and estub- 
lish themselves on the land nearly 
300 million years ago, 

Numbering about 50 species, the 
caecilians inhabit most of tropical 
America, Africa and Asia, An excel- 
lent example of this strange crea- 
ture, together with a large number 


of frogs, has been received at Smith- 
' sonian 


institution from Dr, Paulo 
Sawaya of University of Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. Dr. Sawaya, now in Eng- 
land, expects to return here fo: a 
systematic study of the specimens. 

The present specimen is about a 


foot long. Some are known from 
Peru nearly a yard long It might 
be mistaken either for a titanic | 


earthworm or a snake, but its gen- 
eral appearance is more compa- 
rable with the former. In its physi-

These creatures spend al) their 
lives burrowing in the soil. They live 
chiefly on earthworms and come to 
the surface only very briefly after 
heavy rains.
